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(31 I isnot vnknowen vnto you (tight hoe 
V9) nourable) that when God by his divine 
power and might, created and made all 
things of nothing, baying neither frame 
nor mould, nor materiall fubhatice to 
fathiom his worke by, “but onely his 
word, will,and eternal! prouidence, did hot only gine a 
being andincreafe to euery thing; butealfo anature and 
Operation, for the\commoditie and profit of man, to 
whom he hath made ali things fubiee; conftituting Kim 
ruler of his whole worke } whereitinot only growing cn 
the face ofthe earth, but alfo inthe bowels of the fame, 
hee hath planted things falutiferous and healthfull for 
man, as hearbes, trees, fruits, ftones, roots, waters, iron, 
tinne, lead: yea, and the deaw ofthe aire, fo that nothing 
is vnprofitable, no not the very dung of beafts and birds, 
but that it hath fome wholcfome Operation for mans 
health. In all thefe things are certaine fecret vertues, 
which be manifelt fignes of Gods loue and fauour to- 
wards man, for hecreatedthem to the intent that men 
A 2 fhould 
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fhould vie them, glorifiehim, and giue him thankes for 
them. And becaule the vſe and knowledge of them and 
their vertues issexpedient for all creatures, God of his 
meere goodneſſe hath not onely given vnto the diligent 
tpi | ſearchers thereof the gift of perfect vfage, and vnderftan- 
ding of their operation,in this time of Chriftianitie ; but 
alfo vnto infidels before Chrift, being ignorant from 
whence that gift came: who notwith{landing their ignos 
rance, did fo reverence the wonderfull.vertues of things 
created in the world, that they thought that ech of thofe 
things had had in it felfe a certaine diuine power, or elſe 
that there was of cuery thing afeueralliGod or Creator, 
Now if they gaue fuchhonour.vnto things created, not 
knowingthe Creator;what, would they haue done if 
they hadknowenand confefled God to hane beene the 
only maker of the world,of man;and of all things therein 
ofnothing? ttuly they would not hateidone,as fomecu- 
rious Chriftiansamong winow.adaics do, whichasyout 
honour well vnderftdndeth, moftimpudently defpife all 
maner of medicines,& ignorantly difputeagainftthe ver 
tues and operations of hearbes atid tees; {aying! rehatif 
the{icke man’ bee appointed of Gad todic\vall themedi: 
cinesin the world cannot ſaue his lifes> WHereuntoit 
may bee ealily anfwered, that cuery manthatis vexed 
with adifcafe,is not appointed of God todit of the fame: 
but the infirmitie is ent asa punifhment for his. offen 
ces, and yethath God created things to gine him cae 
and remedie for his difeafe, which no Chriftian man 
* ought to contemneor deſpiſe: for he that defpifethiche 

worke, feemeth to contemne the workman. Againe be. 
caufethatthe appointment and determination of God, 
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concerning thelife and death ofman, is {fo fecret, and fo 
farre beyond the capacitie of mans. reafon and vnder⸗ 
ftanding, and that weknow not when God hath prefix- 
edtheterme of our life, wee vfe in ourinfirmities and - 
weaknefle, thofe remedies that God hath created to bec 
received at their hands, to whom hee hath given the 
knowledge how to minifter them vnto vs. All thefe 
things are abundantly enough knowen vnto your ho- 
nour, with agreat many more reafons then] amableto 
alledge, and therefore I doe but bring Owles to Athens, 
indeclaring this vnto you. But thus much I may well 
fay, that moft mad are they,and void ofreafon and Chri- 
ftianitie, that will {ct fo lightly by rhe workes of God : 
yea, they are vnprofitable members ofa cOmon-wealth, 
not worthy to beare the name of Chriftianssfor by their 
fond and falſe per{wafions:to the.ignorant and fimple 
ones in their difeafes, againft the receiuing of any medi- 
cines, many timesit chanceth, thatthey following their 
foolith deuice, in negleting phylicke, they becaftaway. 
and perifh, which otherwife might have beene faued. 
Methinkcth this fhould be fufficient to perfwadethem 
to embrace good and’wholfome remedies, They fee 
daily, that hearbes, ointments, plaifters made of things 
growing onthe earth, and {uch like, by their vertues doe 
cureandheale external and outward wounds, fores,cuts, 
{wellings, and other infirmities of the bodie; and yet 
they will not beleeue, that fuch vertues can heale the in 
ternall and inward difcafes. Vtterly ignorant bee they; 
that fo imagine with them ſelues: for they that defpife 
phyficke, defpifea heauenly {cience, For what bethey 
that thus contemne it ? forfoothignorantand vnlearned 
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men, that barke at, and backbirethem that take paines 
for the commoditiecof all men. But it is commonly {cen 
and proucd, Scientia non habet inimicum preter tgnorantem: 
which faying (I feare me) is verified more in fome of vs 
Englilhmen, then inany other Nation, I would Godit 
werenot. And yet I thinke there isno man ſo beftiall, 
forude, and fo blunt of wit; but thar heis (by acertaine 
inſtinct of natural inclination) defirous to know things 
not before knowen} to heare newes not before heard, 
aud to vaderftand bookesin his nacural} tongue, written 
firftin forraine language, to the end notto feeme altoge- 
ther ignorantin matters, both of the liberal] Sciences, 
and alfo of Hiftories fet forth for hisrudiment and in- 

ftruaion,as in Cofmographie, in Aftronomie, in Philo- 

fophie;in'‘Logicke, in. Rhctoricke, and {pecially in Phy- 

ficke, whereof we had never fo much neede; asinthefe 

our daies, confidering the ftrange and vnknowen difeafes 

that fwarme among vs, and moc in number, thencanbe 

found remedie for. 

Therefore confidering with my {clfe (right honow- 
rable) thar] could not better declare my bounden dutié 
to you, nor doc my Countrey a greater pleafure, then to 
put omething abroad ynder your honoursna me,wlicre- 
by it might’ receiue fome commoditie, I have taken in 
band.totranflate this noble and excellent worke, called 
The Secrets ofthe renerend father Mafter Alesis of Premont, 
fir writceninthe Italian tongue, and after turned into 
Fren¢h, and ‘of lateinto Dutch, and now laft ofallinto 
Englifh, becaufe that as well Englifh men,‘as Italians, 
Frenchmen, ot Dutchmen, may fucke Knowledge and 
Profit hercof, being a worke come out of the hands of 
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fo famousa man as dlexés is, and dedicated firf to ſucha 
noble Princeas the Duke of Saucy is, to whom trifles or 
fables are not to be prefented, nor being a man, vnder 
whofe name and proteétion lies or vaine inuentions 
ought to be fet forth. 

Therefore weighing the age, the learning, and fame 
ofthe Authour, and thenobilicie of the faid Prince,men 
may ealily tudge, that fuch intolerable paines haue not 
becne taken, in the collection of thefe Secrets, to blow 
aa vntruth into mens eares, but rather this booke hath 
beene publithed, and.communicated to the world by 
the faid lexis, tor the careand good zealethat hee had 
to the health of mens bodies, and that men of all Coun- 
tries mighthauethe knowledge of that with cafe, fitting 
at home in their ftudies, which he got with great trauell 
and labour, wandring almoftall the world oucr, asin his 
Epiftle hereto the Reader he declareth.

forth vnder your honours name and protection , defi- 
ting, and humbly requiring the fame, to accept my 
poore good will, hauing good: hope ‘that you fhall 
finde fuch things; in-the difcourfe of the whole booke, 
that. you fhall por onely take pleaſure in theknowledge 
of them : bet alfo commoditie, if it pleafe youto put 
in experience and proofe,thofe that fhall feeme beftvnto

Alimenta 
faniscorportbus Agriculturapromsittit: fanitatem autem agris 
medtcina : & idctrco Deo optime maximo eratias babere debe- 
mus, qui vitam nobis elargitus eft: deinde Medico,qui cam no- 
bis conferuat, diuturnioremd, facit. 

Allthis learning and knowledge. doe the Greeke Au- 
thorsaffirme to be moft ancient, and moft necefarieina 
Common-wealth, For asit is defired ofall men to live 
in health ofbodie, ſo it isrequifite that medicines, both 
preferuatiueandcuratiue, be had and vfed among men, 
which not only.comforreth the infirme and difeafcd bo- 
dic, but alfo putteth the fonle in remembrance of Gods 
great powerand might,thar hath given vertue vnto {uch 
thingsgrowing on theearth, for mans commoditi c; pre- 
feruation, and health + whichhealth I pray God long to 
remaine with you, and all your familie, with increafe of 

‘wertue & honor,vnder the protection of Almightie God, 
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=q Hey that haue knowen me in time paft, orto 
4 _fpeake plaine bane vfed me familiarly allmy 
life time, can peraduenture tell, how Gad by 
his great goodneffe hath made mee tober 
borne of a noble houfe (accord:ng to the 
common, I will not fay vaine perf wafien of 
them,that flablifh nobilitie more in the merits of another man, 
then in our owne) and that befides I haue alwateshad my plea- 
Swresand great pleatie of riches, yea,farre paſing the {malne(fe 
of my deferts, Iwillfay yet more (not to boaft or to aduance my 
Selfe, but to the endtoreforme the gentle Reader, and to gine 
thankes to Ged) that there be many which know, how I being 
gineneuen from my ffl youth unto findie, haue gotten net 
only the knowledge of the Latine,Greeke,Hebrew ,Chaldee,and 
Arabicke tongues, and alfoof diners other Nations and Coun- 
tries :but abone all things, hauing bya naturall inclination tax 
ken a fingular pleafare in philofoplie, andin the fecrets of Na- 
ture, haue wandered and tranelled abroadin the world,the [pace 
of feucnand twentie yeares, to the intent to acquaint my felfe 
with all forts of learned and dilerect men. By the which dili- 
gence and curiofitie, 1 hauelearned many Secrets, not alenely

( for enery man by an inftinét of wature defireth to know 
things) yet haue 1 alwaies beene nulled up by a certaine ammbj- 
tion and vaine-glorie, to know that which another frouldber 
ignorant of : which thing hath grafted in me acontinuallni- 
garaneſſe, or paring, to diftribute or communitateany of m 
Secrets, yea, vato my moft fingular friends that 1 had, (aying, 
that if thefecretswere knowen to eaery man, they fhould no 
more be called fecrets, but publike and common, 

Now tt chanced the/e few daies pal, beingin Milan, inthe 
Sourefcore and two yeare and ſeuen moneths of mine age, that a 
peore artificer was maruellon/ly tormented with the ‘tone, and 

had beene two dcies without making bis vrine. The Chirurgi- 
an that dreſſed him, knowing well that Thad many fecrets,and 
Sngularly for the flone, came unto me, and requefted me that I 
wouldteach him the receit, or at the leaft to gtue him the medi- 
cine compofed andreadiemade, for the health of the patient: 
But I perceiuing that he would vſe ather mens things for his 
omne profit and honour, vefufed to kine it hin, but willed him 
to bring meto the ficke man,and that I my felfe would miniſter 
the medicine unto him gratis. 2he Phy/itian, either fearing 
blame,tf it fhould be knowenthat he had recourfeto the aide» 
of another mam, haning peraduenture boafted that he had the» 
Secret himfelfe,or elfe in the meane time, ſtillto make his profit 
in aifemtblin Ka the matter, and deferring yet two daiesmore, 
with diners excuses and colours, tithe brought me to the pati- 
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ent, whom at my comming I foun d fo nich his end, that after 
heehad a lstile lifted vp luseies, Ca/ling ihem pitioufly tonara 
me, palfed from thisintoa better life, not bain ig any weed, nei- 
ther of my ſecret mor any other receit torecouer his health, 

With this cafe! was moued to/uch acompafion and [i orrow, 
that not only Jwifhed my felfeenth, but alo lde/ired to die,fee~ 
ing my ambition and vaine- glorie lo haue beene the canfe that 
this poore man was not. (ucconred with the remedie awd gift 
that God the Father and Lord of vs alhad giuen mes Vherfore, 
fe great was the remor[e of confcience in mce, that deliring to 
Sequejirate my feife from the world, and not finding my fel/e 
of [uch adifpofition of minde, that I could liueina monaſerie 
among religions men better edified then I, Iwas at thela ift fielly 
refolued w:th my [elfe,to chufe a place fepirate from any towne, 
where Ihaue alittle land, [ome bookes, anda findie,for to duoid 
idleneſſe. Here Lliuealife, which I calla Monkes life, with one 
Seruant, which goeth tothe towne, not to begge, but to buy my 
pronifion,and other things neceffarie,for to Jufiaine his poorer 
life and mine, aslong as.tt ballpleale Gad. 

Butyet net having the power to put owt of m yy fantafic, but 
that Iwasa very homicide and murderer, for refufing to Line 
tothe Phyfitian the receit and remedie for the healing of this 
poore man, Ihaue determined to communicate and publifh tothe 
world all that Thane, being affured thet ‘ew other men hane ‘fe 
many a 1..And minding io fet forth xone but fuch as are moft 
true and proved, Lhane ihefe daies pafi (taken partly out of my 
bookes, and partly out of my meniorie, all thofe that came to 
hans) made «collection of fuch as I ams certaine to betrneand 
experimented not caving if [ome of them be written or printed 
in any other bockes. For of this my colletion,the reader, as tou- 
ching thofemnay at ihe leaſt take this profit, teat whereas ee 

he 
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he might baue doubted, whether [uch remedies fet forth by any 
ather man, were true or not, he foall be now affured, under the - 
affirmance of my faith : for truly I would not fet my felfe,being 

in the age and d:[pofition, both of bodie and minde, that Iam 
now in) to write fables or lies, that fhould continue alwaies. But 
of one point I willaduertife the Reader, and that is, that he doe 
the things with good diligence and that with medicines concer⸗ 
ning mans bodie, hee vfe the aide and helpe of Phyfitians : al- 
though indeed many of them, moned withacertane rufticke 
and enill grounded enute, with apafsion of tealoufie, are wont 
to blame and contemne things that come not of themfelues. 
Wherefore, aswellin this, as in euery other point, if hee that 
will vfe thefe,, Monld perchance finde, that the thing would 
not take efect according to hiscontentation, let himtake heed 
that he abufe not himfelfe in the confection ef them, andto: 
begin againe with morediligence. Affuring himfelfe, that (as 
Thane [aid )there is nothing in this booke, but it ts true and ex~ 
perimented: and giving alwaies glorie and praife unto God only 

Sor all, haue a good hope that by meane of his diusne grace, 
Iwillconfequently make yon a prefent of thereft of 
alithat Thane gotten in ſo many trauailes, 
voyages cofts, and diligent 
ftudie.

are wont fo affembie, which infect and poifon it wich theie 
breath: and though that the leaues mab bp waching be pu⸗ 
rified.and clenfed from ſuch erhalation and breathing, pet 
neuerthelelle, ifthe dewe that fallethbpon theleanes, doe 
chance totake fuch benim and poiſon, it is not poſſibie by

Tabe an 
vnce of ſmall fine perles, weil waſhed three 02 foure times 
in cleere water e then being dried, ana laied ti the iuice of 
lemons oꝛ citrons wel ſtrained eaue thei fo by the (pace 
of 3. dates; ¢€ ſo put thefain perles, thatthep may be with 
thefaidtuice remaining in theglatfle, putting to the roſe⸗ 
water 3 fingers bieh,o2 aboue the perles,asté afore men 
tioned. When take an vnce of finered coral, € put it likes 
wile inthe inice oklemons 02 citrons vling tt in allpeints 
like a8 pe did the pearles, putting it in a glaſſe by it telfe 
Wwithrofe Water, with bnces of blew vitriel wel burned 
in a cloſe pot. This done take the flowers € tender fops of 
roſemarie, of borage, ofbugloile, oflage, of ſelandine of 
plope, of {cabiole, of ruc,of ©.Jobns woortiof prinirotes, 
together with all tender leaues of the ſaid hearbes, ¢ ther 
fampe them fliahtly ina morter of Tone o ood, and put 
them altogether into ove glatle, 02 inte diners, with ag 
much Aqua vite as will be aboue them 3.02 4. fingers, as 
we baue fain ofthe other things, ¢ let them fano fa in the 
glatle, wel Topped with war o2 bombate, ake after this 
balfe an vnce of (affcron wel beaten ints pouder, and put if 
inaglatte by it ſelf with rote water alter the maner of the 
other thinas:theh put to it 4. Oncesoftriacle, with rate. 
Water in an other alate, after the forefaid maner and take 
one vnce of fine finawion, a quarter ofa bruce of cloucs, an 
buce sf ligaum Aloe, an tice of Milled, an dice offenell 
(ed, balfe an vnce of fmallage ted, 5.026. dices of Juni⸗ 
per berries halle an byce ofcheruell feed, of the feed and 
barkeofacedar tree ot each ofthem 2,buces halte an vnte 
Of mirrhe, aquarter of an vnce of Storax,62Styrax liquida, 
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an vnce of Bengewine, art vnce of Sandali,ofall lorts of Mi⸗ 
rabolanes, ofeach of them 3. vnces, of pine apple kernels 
mandiaed z vnces, of yellow Amber which the Apotheca⸗ 
ries call Curabe,2.0nces,3.buces of white Dittanie greene 
02 drie, the eighth part (02 as little as you will) ofan vnce 
ofmutke, Let all thele things be well ſtamped ¢ mired fo: 
gether, and put ina glatle with their Aqua vite, as is ſaid 
of the other. ou mull then Gop wel all the laid biels,glafs 
(es ,o2 other bellels with wax, or bombale and with parch⸗ 
ment over it, and fofetthema bap tn the ſunne, and the 
night following, in theatre abzoad. Dhe morrow after, 
take fome areat veſſellot glaſſe, as thicke ag pou can get, 
hauing no cover, becaufe you may alwaies loke into it: 
anv ther into pou ſhall poure faire and ſoftly the rote water 
that igin all the glalles, each of them being coloured with 
their labllance, in (uch maner thatno part of the lubſtan⸗ 
css which are inthe bottome be mirt with tt. And-after, 
hauing put all the faid Aqua vitz into the fata belfcll, as is 
abouefaid, pe tall fet in fomeplace, there as no lun can 
in any wife come vnto tt, Wut beware that the tho firk 
glaties, thatis to fay, with the ſugar, the Manna, and the 
honie in thedew,onghtweucr-to be (et in the fur, but muſt 
be kept vntill pou put it in vꝛe as we Willige pou. Ana 
after thatyou baue poured the Aqua virzout of the ſaid 
glaſſes vye thal put in other freth,and fet them wel foppen 
ti the fins, ein the night in the airejas ts aforelain. Then 
put thenrall together with the ather in the (aid vomtell of 
glafle, and put againe in euery diollother Aquavirz, ana 
Docas before. Andthus mul pe dos eight o2 ten times;o2 
till pou fe that the Aqua vite will be no more coloured, 03 
haue taken all the ſubſtance of the drugges thatare inthe 
bicls. Aman cannotchange the ſaid Aqua vite to often 

becauſe ye muſt pate all the ſaid waters of life, thorotp 4 
bath catled Balncum Maria, as we will hereafter declare 

bp the which ye may patte as well a great quantitic ag a 
Taiall, And bp this means alſo you chall iole no part ofthe 
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vertue 92 lubſtance of the fain things, hauing drawne and 
taken it all with the faid Aqua virz, of the which pee mutt 
fir haue mabe p2euttion of foure 02 fue flaggons: {hen 
pe mutt take all the foreſaid Aqua vices being put info one 
beflell,and mire thems well together with the thae fire bis 
ols, where the lugar, the Manna, and the honie, With the 
dew, ts: and then the viol with the Agaric, and 3. vnces 
of the fait Aloes, prepared and watered. After this put all 
thele things inagreat biol made of gwd ana thicke glatfe, 
fo the end that it benst in banger of breaking in handling 
ofit. And to be moꝛe aſſured after pebaue well mired alt 
together, ye may diuide al the ſubſtances into diners {mal 
glaſſes o2 viols to patie them thoꝛrow the (aid Balucum Ma- 
riz at ſundrie times,o2 at once in diuers little furnaces, in 
thie maner: you ſhall (et anatrim the diols with ſtraw o3 
towe, in the boftomeofa pan o2caud20n, Wwheretn there 
mull be twater, and fet the fain caudron bpon afurnace of 
earth: ¢ thisis called Gilling per Balneum Marie: hen fet 
Unto the viol his limbecke with his recipient, that the fubs

This licour hath not 
his like in vertue, the which taken euery eke once 52 
twile the quantitie of a ſpontull pꝛeſerueth health, d2ineth 
aw apy all euill complevions fram the body, maintaineth 
and krengthneth fo the natur all beat and radicall moiſt⸗ 
neffe, and vpholdeth a man in bis ſtrength, and bigsur of 
the bead, and of the wit, maketh the bilage tocli coloured) 
the breath ſwet the bodp poong ¢lulfie,that a man is tot 
able worthily fo eſteeme or indge the bertue thereof, and 
leſſe able to erpretle eppaife the great godneſſe of God the 
Creatos that giueth (uch vertue vnto the thitasicreated,¢ 
apeneth the wit and vnderſtanding of man fo know then; 
€ fo bfe them to the prafit ¢ commoditie of his creatures. 
How the maner hal to ble tt is this:in the ſpring tine 
pe map take if alone, 02 with alittle booth of beale, piges 
ons, 92 thickens, 02 elfe tn ntalmefie, orfonre other god 
white tuine. In ſummer pe mult take tt with water of bw 
gloſſe, oꝛ the decoction of boꝛage bugloſſe lettice fuccerie, 
endine,o: elfe fame of the faid hearbes: and at all Cimes it 
is god to take it a ſpo riull put into halfe a glaſſe ful of the 
milke ofa woman, new brought to bed of a man childe,o2 
of anurfe that giueth aman chiloefacke, 02 elfe in Goats 
milke. And the quantitic and oft vling of if mutt bs obſer 
ued, acceding fo the perſens and timc : fo2 bute a weake 
EAged man and Chale thathaue bin lately ficke ov weake 
of nature,ve null gine it oftner ¢a greater quantiticther 
vnto a yong ¢ luſtie man. Allo aman may takeor it offer, 
and moze in Winter thes in laummer Boke ve mulſt onder, 
Fand,that all the lotwers herbs, atyer things vebearten 
ave of found together tone time and feafon: wherefore 
the (ato liquor eannot be made at one time; but beginning 
the firft 02 fecond wwe of May, if tally 
5 e atthe leaſt the 
end of September 02 Detober betore Pouca wake au 
end: and thertere pou mul gather from time te tine each 
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thinge int bis feafotras you maie cet theme put them in fom 
beſſel, ruer ie one by themfelues , 02 With the other thinges 
that they ought to be ioyned with after Pmaner abouefain: 
¢ ble todrefle-¢ trim the ſaide thinges,accogding to the fime 
fhat pou may get them in. And vet if vou cannotfurnith vour 
felfe with all {uch thinges as Jhaue declared, take thofe that 
pou can get:prouided thatthe refte which pou can notgette, 
be not ef tw great importante:but it ſhould bee more expedi 
ent anifure,to haue ofall , {cing there is nothinge of anie 
great colt 02 charge,o2 tw hard fo bee gotten. Woreouer it 
pou wilhaue pour matter in ged perfection, there refeth 
but fo make a naturall vifolution of fine geloe : and wher 
pou til take of it,take tivo parts of the fatd licour, and one 
part of the diſſolution of the gold,twhich we wil teach you ta 
make kereafter, although that in this prefent part wee wil 
make nomention of the perfectele maner of making offuch 
a diſſolation, Which we haue gotten by great Hudte ¢ obfers 
uation ind ky often erperience of the thing that we wil do, 
aſwell fz not being berie poſſible to chewe it by weiting 
Wwithoul niaking Demonttration thereof.as fo2 other caufes, 
Wut we wil put heere fome other mranners and waies both 
pod ¢ true, and offuch importance, that peraduenture bets 
fer hathnot vnto this baie bene found. 


A potion or drink to be vſed in ftead of a Sirtip, good for men 
of allages and complexions that will be purged: the which 
takenwhat day you will , driueth awaie the cuill humors, 
withcut mouing or troubling the good, er dooing any hurt: 
& is afo vetic good for the gieat pdtkes, and all infirmities, 
afwellofthe fomach, as of the head:and islikewife profita- 
ble for them that be inhealth, to taketwife in the yeare, in 
ftead of an ordinarie purgation,that isto faic; inthe {pring 
time,and in Seprember, 


Ake Pallotoes¢ boile them in water, vntill they be fo 
foftthat they can almoſt be no Cofter:then ſtraine the de⸗ 


coction,and take pelwder of Senc,and 2 the barkeof — 
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SanQum,talles Guaiac,of each of them bit. vnces well beas 
fen to potwder , and cleanfed 02 ſifted, Salt Armoniac tice 
dragmes: avd in Che meane fime,fette the decoction of the 
mallotwes vpon the fire with halfe a pound of Donte, and let 
the (aide decoction be about two common glaſſes quantifie, 
whereunts pe mutt put halfe a pound of fartell,and then let 
it boile faire and foftlie , the {pace of halfe an hotwer, ſkim· 
ming well (he honie. After this ye mull ſtraine it, and put it 
hot as it is into a pot by little and little, where the foreſaide 
things be,that is to ſaie the Sene,the Guaiac, and Armoniac 
falt.

"T inice of the flowers of amhearbe called Primula Vertis, 
which bath his leafe ſome what long, fatte, oꝛ full of carnogs 
kie and ſomewhat vohite bis flower vellswe, ſaſhisned like 
abell:and fo2 lack of the flowers, the iuice of the berbe:thew 
take halfe a pound of Lignum ſanctum beaten into powder, 
and hauing let it boile in common water a good tubile, pou 
mull ſtraine it and put the fain inice with she fain hony into 
a'pot, putting to it tha vnces of Aloe Epaticum, oꝛdered as 
is afozefaid , o2 a8 the Apoticaries fell.it , tated with the 
iuice of Roſes.

{etteit inaplace Where anie heat of the Sunne or fire vnay 
come to its for if ts of fo fite a lubſtaunte, thatit woult fic 
and vaniche awaie immediatlie The (aed licour is mari iel- 
Lous good for allkinde of woundes and ve muſt weate and 
moplt the wound with it and binde vpon it a peece of linnen 
tlotie ſteeped in the faied Wafer.

Du muf gather in the moneth of Male atid June , the 
hearbe called ofthe Greekes Hypericon ,. of thelatines 
Perforata,ofthe Frenthemenne Millepertuis, and ef vs heere 
in England Sainct Jhous tworte , before if beginne to flow, 
rif} 02 hatte foures: and ſtampe itt in a mogter of Marble, 02 
woode verie cleane ¢ put it fo ſtamped into a viole 02-alafle: 
And then poure tattas much white Mine as twill couer it 
al auer and adde toit ofgood oyle Oliue about the height of 
two fingers leauing it fo in fhe ſaied glaſſe well ſtepped, and 
after that pee muſt gather the fated hearbe with his Biol 
ſomes vpon S. Johns daie in the morning after the Sunne 
is rifen,and putting the Bloſſomes aparte, pe mu ſtampe 
Wellthe hearbe with the ſtalkes and after ve haue cut it very 
fmall,take it out ofthe morter and ſtampe inthe ſame mor⸗ 
ter alſo alittle the foteres.o2 Bloſſomes, whieh pou kept a⸗ 
parte and mingle them With their Herbe , which twas Tam 
ped befor.

nuphar, ople of Spike, opleof thebearbe called Coftum, 
commontie called’ Cocus,'n2 Herba Mariza, thgoplest Baie 
ople of Putinegacs , the oyle of the bloſſomes of Lafemin, 
of each of thera pound. She ovle of Nutmegs and of Sinaz 
mon, is made in (cething Nutmegges 02 Sinamon well 
flamped inople Oliue. And inthe like maner ye may make 
the ovle 02 decoction of Xilobalfmum, of Carpobalfamum, of 
Lignum Aloe’, of Mirrhe, of Frankencenfe, of the gumme 
of Juie of Pattick, and of Clones ,andit thall (uffile onelie 
to put in the ple ofthele faite pices. balfe as muche as each 
ofthe other mounteth onto , that is tolaie , halfea pounde.

Whe firſt is, becaule that with the fame, 02 
diffilled ater, wherewith it was watered, as we hatte ſayd 
beinze, the moyſture 02 watrineſſe of the apd Quick-filuer 
viffilleth out ina bapoure. The other is, becauſe of the off 
fubliming it, thenature of the fire ts annexed bite it, which 
Diminitheth it: the which two things are the peincipall 
caule toby it fatencth. And fo are thep the onelp parts that 
make the perfect firion or fattening, according as they are 
fufficiently topned with the things that pou will fatten 02 
fire. And beers twee meane no other thing by the thing fired 
02 fatened,dut that the fire bath mave fuch a decoction, that 
it banifheth not alway, 02 islightip car ped away with the 
Wine, and that all the (ubitance temapneth in the bottome, 
and confumeth no moze. Wherefore after pou hate Cublis 
med it three 02 foure tunes, and that itis well purged of 
the earthy (ubfance, and of the ſupertlusus mopfture, as 
is afoꝛeſayd, vou ſhall fet it to ſublime apart bp it ſelfe, 
Without any Grounds oꝛ Lees, and Hall fublime if fo often, 
bntill all remaine fired to the botteme of the Wisil 02 Pot, 
and that tt fi not ateav 02 diminiſh, for anp great fire that 
pou make. Wut tf pon wiil make it in leſſe fpace, and eaficr, 
abferue this rule, which is certaine and infallible. When 
pou haue fublimed it thes o2fouretimes, 92 oftner, pou 
hall adde to it the fourth part of fine Siluer talcined, and 
burned, as Wwe will afte: ward declare: then after von hane 
mixed it well together; fet it to {ublime, and when itis 
fublimed, mingle that which is riſen bp; with that that res 
mapneth in the botteme, ihen fublime itagaine : ard fo, ſo 
atten that it rife bp no moje, — remaine in the bottome for 

all 
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alt the vehemence of the fire, and fo ſhall it be perteet, Gory 
tahite;rieanc, fulible, and penetrating 07 pearcing. · And hee 
that would make aged quantttte of it and is not able fo put 
toit as much fine Siluer, as thefourth part of tt, Bee may 
make it inthis maner following. After he hath tublimentt 
thieco2 foure times: with the grounds oꝛ ees, as ts aloge 
faid, let him keepe it bp it ſelle, andtakea little nf it, thatis 
to fay. ag: much as fortotopne o2 put with the fourth partot 
finie Dilucr, that he ſhould put tort; asin crample: Ff bee 
bate bit baife an ounce of Stiuer, let him take an ounce of 
the faio{ublames and when be hath mixed it together let him 
fublinte it as often es before, vntill all rematne fired nthe 
botteme,anv he hal haue two ounces ,o2 litle leſſe of fublime 
fired : forthe fire in Daving it, € making the decoction, cateth 
and confumeth fome part efit, befide that confumeth in 
ftamping and in the Aioll o2 Pot. hen tet htm take thele 
ting eutices fired ,02 as muchas is of if, with thee times a8 
much of Sublime nat fired: that was kept, and then let him. 
mingle. altogether, and ſablime it as oft as before, Outil all 
be fiped. And if he till make more ofit, ict hint take againe 
three parts of the other Sublime, and fe fhall be make it as 
often and as muchas be will; the whichis much better thea 
to make it all at ence: fo2 by this meanes is Vio!ati'e fixim, 
aid F:xum violati‘e, oftner made; which is that, that de 
Philoſophers eſteeme mok, andis aifo moe fufible, mow 
pearcig, and ofareater berine. Jn this operation confitteth 
all the feeret, andthe greateſt matitrie of the Philoſophers 
and chiefly of Geber : who maketh the moft partof his worke 
it this manner offublinting ¢ firing oftentimes: and onely 
kepeth the thing fecret, that mut be (ublimeds the which 
thing, becaufe he will hive it from them that benot tuoithy 
to knob it (as himſelte affirmeth) he callerh it Nuickfluer; 
inthe meaneth another thing, although ineftect thefame 
thing declareth, that it is but Quickfiner; but brought 
ftom bis nature, bnto a perfceter regree + as for erample? 
Dough is Peale, wot in bis.firG eilence anv beeing, but — 
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redactand made of the Waker, into a more eſtimable nattre, 
and neerer fo perfection. Po man ought to hope to attaine 
to this high knowledge by bis owne tit; but onely by the 
grace and-gift ef God, who (as all the Phyloſophers fay.) 
Cus vult lar gitar, & ſubtrahit. 


To make Cinabrium,and thereofto make leaues of a hundreth 
or two hundreth pounds,as great as a manlift, as thofe are 
that come out of Almaine,whichfecret bath not be. 
fore this time been knowae of any in Italic, 


A i thole that dekaht infecrets, and principally in things: 
belonging .to Mettals, know how to delle Civabrium, 
but in a ſmall quantitie, asa pound 62 tivo at atime, and 
not pall, In Germanic, and fome parts of France, there 
be that make it great lumps 02 males, ana fend it fo into 
Italie, and over ali the world, and vet keepe it marueilous 
fecret te themſelues withont publithingit onte many men. 
Therelore twee twill alfo communicate this fecret (although 
tf confilt in a ſmall thing) to the glory af God, and the profit 
of fhe common wealth, teaching here ina briefeamaner, to 
makeitin as great quantitieas aman Wil. Dake of Quick⸗ 
filucrnine parts, Bꝛimſtone, Citrine ttwo parts, yet manp 
mem put fhe partes of Wrimfone, fo2 the nine partes of 
Quickfituer, other koure, an’ fome as much ofthe one as of 
theather. Wut when itis for to paint with, there cannot be 
tm much Weimſtons; foo there commeth the Huclier-colour 
ofit,and for other things itis better, that for one pound of 
Nuickfiluer, there be but three o2 four ounces of Wrimftone, 
Put then the Wrimone in fone large part, melting it with 
§floty 02 fmall fire: and toben itis molten take the Quick 
filuer in a linnne cloth in vour left hand, ¢ wring if little and

Stampe this writs 
pi, aid bray it twell, and fftit, and of th s pauder pou map 
snake what quantitie pou will, putting it ita great Panne, 
How if pou will dreſte the Cinabrium, pou fhall take a Colt 
of Glatte,as areat as you Will, pet fee notwithſtanding that 
pe fill tge ſaid Wiol but a quarter full with the ſubllance that 
you fall putinit. Andafter, hauing well luted and clayed 
the Wioll, witha Clap oꝛ Palke made with white Clap, and 
the tearing of Cloth, twbhich men call Lucum fapientie(as we 
{will thew pou hereafter how to make it perfectlp)and when 
itis Well Doped, put in as much of the fayd Pouder, as Will 
fill aquarter of the (apd Violl, 02 lee, and without clofing. 
bp the month of the laid veſſell of Glaſſe, ve ſhall fet it vpon a 
great Furnace : if pou haue much ſubſt ance then make bp 
der it a llight and flow fice, the ſpace of tive oꝛ thꝛce howers 
and afterward ſamewhat greater. But for to make a great 
quantitie of it, you muſt ener and anon put in of the ſays 
Pouder, leaning fo Mill the ſayd befell ef Olatke vpon the 
fire fo fublime : then take a Hicke made meete for the pure 
pote, that map reach to the bottomeof the fain beffell, and be 
moꝛre thea handfull without; and haue allo vpon the Micke 
around lumpe of the fayd Lutum fapientia,to the intentths 
the ſayd fticke fo being put into the Gill, it may cloſe ch

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five} that isto (ap, Long continued ann kept, barteth nef, ane 
now and thew pow mull moue and lift bp and downe the 
faid ficke, to the infent that the Cinabrium cleaue not foit, 
and ftop fo the mouth ef the befell, that pou can put no moze 
fret pouder to it, as is faid. This ts the fure and perfect 
way and meane how to make Cinabrium, in as greatloanes 
as pon will, which hitherto hath not ben knowne in Italie; 
pou may doe thelike in pots of potters clap white, fo that 
they be well inted and claxed ouer, that thep may enture the 
fire, and not brꝛeake 


Tofine and renew Borax, 


Ba was called of the ancient titers Chrifocolla, and 
was both natutall and artificial, as Plinie, Diofcorides, 
and sther Write, and men did vſe of it in Phyſicke, and al’ 
fo tofouvser Goid and Siluer, andofher mettalles, as men 
bie pet now a daies. For the nature of itis to melf, andfo 
refolue quicklic and foundering. It ts vſed in worke alfo fo 
te male a bodie, that is to faie, fo gather together the fy 
ling of Golde and Siluer and in all other things; wherein a 
man bath neede af a quicke and ſodaine founding or melting. 
PMorcouer, Gentlewomen helpethemfeiues alfo much with 
it tomake them faire. Foz tt maketh the ſkinne very while 
fiie, and cleatie, without danger of anie poyſon, o2 hur 
ting of the tecth o2 fief. The ancient ment of old time had 
of it qteene, thereof notw a dayes is none found, nor vet 
atie man mueth it. Marie, wee haue that is verie white, 
ans atſo ſomewhat blacke, vohich peraduenturea man map 
fap ts like their graine. Whe white is in little tong peeces, 
with cerfaine ſinewes o2 beines all along, fo like bits 
rech alome that manp are-deceiued, 02 deceiue others with 
it: Foz when aman fetteth the faid Borax vppon the hres 
it bopleth and ſwelleth bp in all pdints Like alone, and fo 
remainsth white and full ofholes like aSpunge, and eaſte 
te bebzoken with pour bands, euen as roch aleme burned: 
But ſubtill and cratic Marchants know Borzax fram aleme 
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thie maner of waves, The fel is that alow put in a 
mans mouth is eiger and ſharpe of talfe, and reftratntiue, 
but Waray hath no maner of fale, bat a dead and vnſauerie 
pot, as a meane betweene the ſauour of ople and. whate of 
milky. Wherefore thep that twill dereiue otherjiand falfifie 
the true Borax, take little peces of civ roch alome and 
keepe then in ople of Almonds, in wheie oꝛ in Milke. Some 
ther put to it alfo Hannie oꝛ Sugar for te moderate the et 
gernefle of the Alome, with the ſweetnelle of it. Other 
there be, that melt all the ſaid things on the fite; and then 
fet them to cole in Tome colde place, vntill all be waren 
tito pee 02 little Hones, and putting to it (alt eter, Sal al- 
cali, Tartre, Alome de Fece, and {ach other things, anv 
make little Tones ſomewhat like bute Borax: but irk they 
Differin forme and fathion, fo2 the true Worar is allwaies 
long in forme’: Sud fhe ſtones where Alome is among, 
are Heuer brought tite anie forme, but into little fquare 
ones, Furthermoze, thep differ in the ſecond ſort, and that 
is this : That Alome beeing burned, maketh a greater 
Lumpe thatt when tt is rate: but the true Berar is brought 
and reduced ints a verie fmall quantitie: Andthis is an 
evident fiqne fo knowe tt. The third, which ts of molſt im⸗ 
portance and the fureff, is, that the matter toberci the A⸗ 
lome is, till not fouder in no maner oftuife, and fill not 
melt ricither, fo well as the Borax will. J fate if till not 
melt To well, becauſe that where anp Salt Peter; Darter, 
and Sal alcaliis, there the matter twill melt, at the lealt in 
fome part: for all the fain things belpe to the founding of 
mettals. The falt Peter, then there is agw@dquantitic of 
it, is knowne incontinent vppon the fire, fo? it doth make 
the bopling to be Waterith,and caſteth about as it werclittle 
fparkies of fire. 

Whe other things made with the forefain mirtions, di⸗ 
ners times, in wheie, mitke, 92 in water, and congealed 
into little pebbles, make certaine Tones, but thep bee als 


waies ſalt, to bzightand to diolent to melt: fo3 vohen a mart 
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will fouder ary worke of golds, 02 thin Miner with if, it cau⸗ 
feth the worke to melt together, and whereas there is fuger 
itleaueth the golde and filuer fpotted. When make other 
mirtures, which are berp gad fa? fo fouder,o2 fo melt which 
neuerthelelle are different front the Borax tn forte and fas 
no2,2fthe which we will makt mention hereafter. 

Motv,fo2 to returne fo the trae Werar of sur time, mon 
bring 0s certaine barrels fullofa kinde of areafe, full of cere 
tainc little pebbles whichis called the Dough 02 patte of Bo⸗ 
rar, Unto this day men hane brought it out of Alerandzia, 
where it was.allo of oln time made; and therefore is it that 
the ancient Arabian Authors, which haue written of things 
concerning mettals called the Borar Nitrum Alexandrinum. 
And within thele fete veares they haue begunne fo bring it 
from the Weit parts, yet carmot tell whether it bee made 
there,o2 elfe perabuenture ithe bꝛought lately out of the In⸗ 
Dies, Where was within thele few yeares ſo greatlacke of it 
in Italie that é was ſold at the leaf for acratone an ounce, 
of thatthat mas made into ſtones. 

Anenow:, within thele two peares there is come ſuch as 
bundanceeut of the weſt parts, that the pound is worth but 
acrowne anda halfe and Ife, Hhe way how to make it, 
whichis ofedinthelaid wet parts is thus. 

In Wines where Gold and Siluer, 02 Copper is gotten, 
isfoundakind offvaterswhichas 4 my felfe haue ſeene and 
proued by erperiencesis of itfelfe very neat and ercellent fed 
to fonder 02 fofound with. And alle % know a place in Gers 
many where thereis.a great Deine offuch water which nov 
WithEanding the peafants know riot of. Molw thep take this 
water mith the earth that ig vnderneath it. oꝛ the foes ,and 
boiletta certaine time, and then fraine it· and ſo leauing it, 
it congealeth into little pebbles, euen like vnto ſalt Pettr 
And therefore if a man would keepe them long ſo chey would 
not continue, bat would refolue bp little and little. alte ſor 
tomate them better,and to pꝛeſerue them and nowrith them 
intheir stone nature and kinde, of Barrowes greale, 02 - 
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areate offome other bealt: thos they coe to the Dine, where 
thev make a great bole in the ground in (he botfome where⸗ 
oftheylav.a ranke of the ſaidgreaſe, and vpon that aranke 
afthefaid little pebble ones, and then againe another of 
greale and (o confequently as much as ibep will butfo, that 
the lat ranke be of greafe, or ofthe (aid Dough o2pahe, and 
fo they leaue it open and vncouered the {pace of thirteene 
moneths: pet many of them dee all this within their houfes, 
in the earth oꝛ in great beflels. Lien, when thep will (cll it, 
or fend it out of the Countrep, they take the fata paſte 52 
dough with the ſtones andall, tuith a ——— 03 ſome like 
thing, and fine barrels and tunnes off. This ts the Came 
that commeth vnto os, which be call dougho2 paſte of Bo⸗ 
rar. It is lent allo from the countrepiwbere Borax is made, 
oꝛ little Caucs of the ſaid pate, fo renued and finedas 3 fill 
Helv pou. 

About thirtie peares agoe they (ent much moje of this 
Worar, fired and renued than hep did of the palke, becauſe 
thatin Italie thep coula net 2rMfe no2 make it ; 02 being tt 
info little fones : wherefore it was not put in brs but of cers 
taine women indifillafions , for topaint themfelucs with, 
Hince, there hath besne one in Uenice that beaan to dreſſe 
if,and after bim a Woman When he had taught. Theſe two 
gat a great ſumme of monev, andthe (aid fecret was long 
betweene theni tivo onely, although tt was deſired of encrie 
man long befazs. Finally it is nob come fo farre foo tard, 
that many men in Genice can drefle it, but one maketh it 
fatre better than anstber , andperaduenture very few haus 
the perfectionsf d2effing ofit, with ſuch aduantege that hee 
lofe nothing efthe ſubltance, and ts make as much o it as 
ts poſſible perfectly,as J will Gew pou hereafter following. 
How you mull take firl€ of the ſaid pate, thatis net moul-. 
bie, vinewed 02 putrified,fo2 thenit is afiqne (hat it Gould 
beolde, and sfmanp peares,, and.thereby the. little Tones 
Houle be diminiſhed, loft, o, decaped. et neuertheleſte 
this is of no great impostanie.s fo2.1t 16 better to pis 
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with pane finger {within the pate, to fee it ithe full of the 
fain pebbles. X02 the world being altogether ginen togaine, 
and fullef deception and fraud, they thatmake tt doe put 
fometime very felve pebbles in the (aid greate, fo2 to haue 
ntore (ubftance: and befides this, thep that buie tt te fell 
againe, fake out allo a god quantitic of the ſaid pebbles: 
Wwhereofit is necefarie fo bee ciccumfpect, fo the intent that 
diligence may ſurmount, oꝛ af the leaſt, diſcouer the guile 
and deceipt. Finally, if pou will fie and renety the fais 
Wozar front {uch valke o2-dowe, doe thus. flake ‘water 
juke warme, thatis to fay, for two pound of pafte halfe a 
paile full, tubich pou tall put into ſome earthen befell, 
putting the paffe info tf: then with your hand frate and 
fir if in Cunder, as pow would femper leauen foyto knead: 
after this, ſtraine eut the {aid water well thrꝛough a fraps 
ner, and fake the little ſtanes that remaine in thefaid Hels 
fell, that is to fay, thofe that be of the bigneſſe of a Walnut 
o2 Beane, and put thentin a befell, ſprinkling them with 
ople Oliue as though it were a Salade, but the Oyle muk 
be white: and if pou haue none god, take common ople,and 
fet tf in the Sunne, purging tt tell, and annsint the faid 
Kones tvith it, mingling them twell tegether with pour 
hand. Afterward put them ina little bag and mig them well 
together againe as met voc confitures, this Done, put them 
in little bores and keepe then, and thus fhall pou haue the 
bel Borax that can'be poffible. 4f pau willrenew and mul⸗ 
tipli¢ it, aoe thus. Wake the fame water that twas rained 
but, and put it in akettle bpon a (mall fire, keeping the fire 
alwaies at one fate, then ſkim it with an yron ladle and put 
alſo with the thimme the ordure and tilth that tall bee it 
the bottoms: but fake geod heed that in feething it flie not 
alway. Continue thus doing wntill it be well fopden, whith 
is knowen thus: put alittle vpon vournaile, and if it run 
not, itis enough fodder: 02 els peu may proue it vpon apy 
Per,AS men do Sirops, and if it bide ill, itis Copven : 02 wet 


Altring in the fale water, and hold it betwirt your fingers, 
. then 
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then pluckeit out by the ende, and if pou find if rough, itis. 
ſodden. Then take the Kettle fromthe fire,and cover it with 
fome coner fit for it that there fall no ogdure 02 filth into it: 
this done, buriethe kettle in wheat beanne, and cloleit well 
roid about, couering it with clothes and other things, ſo 
thatit be Well fopped. Bou ntav burieit oꝛ bide tt tra bot 
dounghill, andleaue it there the {pace of eight 02 ten Dates, 
and afterward vncouer it, and pou hall find a cruſt vpon it: 
the which you ſhall take and put in an one fide, and you ſhall 
finde in the faid kettle as it were little peeces of pee, which 
you Mall take out and put in another befell, waſhing then 
With cole and frelh waters then drie them vpon a table in 
the fhadow,and let thoſe Cones which at the fick time remate 
ned in the ftrapner be mingled twith the (ata peeces of yee. 
Then take alome de Fece that is white, foure pound in thre, 
pailes full of water, thace ounces of falt Peter, then boyle 
this with afmall fire and ſkimme it as pou did the other, in 
prouina tt vpon pour iaile, oꝛ elfe vpon paper, if it be ſad⸗ 
Ben as before. This done, then take tt from the fire andlet 
ifre®, and when itiscleane, take a little paile fall ¢ a balfe 
of it, and fet iton the fier in another cleankettle, And when 
pou fee that it will boile, put it in the laid cruſt, and that it 
bee of tenne pounde, and make it fecth as the other din, ak 
faping bpon vour naile 02 paper aspou did before. Then 
put it in a litte firkin, and lap two ſticks acroſſe, With fonre 
coards, bite the which vou ſhall tie alittle lead, to the ine 
tent thep may Hretch well, and without touching the bots 
tome by foure fingers, and that fo the end the Boar map 
fick and cleaue toit, and then burie it as before .2his mult 
not be put inthe bagge, but annoint the fame that pou finge 
Kicking vpon thecoards With a feather, andthe other which 
remaineth and abiveth Mill inthe befell, pou thall {prirkis 
as it were a Sallade. The cleare that pou ſhall take. out 
of it, mutt be of the bigneſſe of a haſell nut ez beane: and 
the other that twill belede, you ſhall put into the water that 
remaineth, which pou thall fet an the Gre, making it see 
and. ;

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thicke fubffarice, is that in tating of it bp with afpone, the 
thareds 02 little frikes Dee baeake without thainking bp a⸗ 
gaine, and thists afigne that it is fodden though, And when 
you bane faken bp alittle, and baue let if cole, andfe cut if, 
and then if tt be irme ¢ kalt on (he fides, and in fetting tt bp, 
if tarp bpright, thew it is ſodden. And tf after an hour it were 
not fodden that {s tofap, thatif han not the ſinew, put on it 
alitle of the ſirſt Magiſtrale a litle af once, and ſo Ist it boile 
an boure and a balfe. And then you ſhall make again the like 
aſſay 02 profe as before, ¢ if it thew pou not gud fignes, pou 
ſhall put pet alitle moꝛe to it till you make it haue a fa and 
folid body. € letit not be tm [oft norto hard. And he that hath 
erpericnce ofth s.kriok eth what is tobe den in ſeing it boile 
snip. And tobert pou fe that itis well,take it fromthe fire. 

The fignes chat Sope giucth in {eething if ic be too too 

hard or too foft, whether it be liquide or white. 

F when thefope is ſodden, yon would take it out and that 

pou ſe it white, and in making the profeozalay.it ware 
hard, note, that then itis berp gwd, and if pou twill haue if 
frorag, take it off, for being made, if returneth fo bie colour 
againe, but it remaineth Kill frong. But if tf be tw ftrong,it 
ig not to be commended, fo2 it waxeth bard, and fo goeth in 
peeces when pe would aceupy if fe that pe halbe fain to ſceth 
it againe and fo make it returne.into a god and meafurable 
ſort foꝛ being ts Nrong oꝛ hard, it fretteth to much the cloths, 
and confumeth them. And by mp covnfell pou hall (et tt sn 
the fire againe, but putting tirſt into the caudron a litte of the 
3/0} 4. Baaifrale ite together with alitteoile, and fo boile 
it: this done, putin the ſtrong lope, and all will incorporat 
togither, and ict itfeth an houre, and pe Mali fer if twill not 
be fo rong oꝛ hard. And indeed ifis better being fometwhat 
fofter. tis athing ofgreat importance fo know with the 
tong, bat there lacketh in the boiling. Take your ladle and 
Gir it wel about: and then take a litle bpon your finger, and 
put it bpon the end of veur tongue, and pou fhall iudgent 


pour felfe what there lacketh, fo ifit be rong bepand meas

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(ure, pou thall thinke that acsale of fire bad touched pour 


tongue, but if ithe notte frong, it will not ſeeme fo pon fs 
puriing Harp im touching it with pour feng. And then it 
is rong it hath nev of the fourth magiſtrale lie with alitle 
pile. And tf it mere to foft (which thoig you ſhall know bp 
pour fong) it bath neo of the arſt magiſtrale le, and gine tt 
thele miztures alitleat once, to the intent that tt benot tet 
02 hindered front leething, anv mingle it in faire and foftip, 
It is alfo a great figne and token that the fope is firong, 
{when it brecketh in litle pecees.and leaucth much magiſtrale

Lhe 
ficne € token that Grong ſope ought te haue when tt is twell 
ſodden and indifferently enough, ts, that it will bane the co 
isur of marmelade, and draw ſomewhat toward a diolef, 
and fhalbe obfcurcly gliffecing,and haue a faire floure dpon 
it; and fhall be god and perfit. Wut when the black fope ts 
become ſomewhat white and ſtrong, giue tt alitleoile, o2 els 
fame of the third Magiſtrale lic, and that alitle at once, leat 
pow weaken it to much, and fo tt ould tofe bis ſtrength 
fo2 then von ſhould gine it moze otle, and mo2e of the firk lie, 
and fo there thould be. great danger init, And therefore ber 
ware and{e that vou beſtow and diftribate well your lies 
Wut in this cafe pou ſhall gine it alitleoile, and in botling 
it, if will be whiter and foftcr. After this, continue with the 
firf lie, andletit be hot, and alitleatonce, and pꝛouingit 
oftentimes, a8 we haue faid afore, pou ſhall bp and bp brow 
that it will be Well trimmed and ordered. And when it chalbe 
to much fodder 02 burnt, the figne and token thalbe when il 
is ſo ſtrong and white out of meature thatit is buries. Then 
mule you gine it (Cente Water only, 02. Come of the fourth lis 
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hot, not balling it any mtoze, 07 at the lealt bery litie, and by 
this meanes pou map perfitly atchine,and come fo an end of 
pour warke, And alwayes When pou will adder, 07 put fo if 
any matter vpon the caudzon, boile tt eucrmoze alitle, be: 
caufe it will incorporate the foner. And make oftentimes 
your profs and aſſays: and if pour woꝛke goe well; Doe no 
more of it, but be diligent and circumfpect in taking it frome 
the fire, and take it fo hot as tt ts sut of the Caudron. Foꝛ to 
make afterward the magiffrale,pe fhall dee thus: when pou

Lap tt oftentimes bpon peur tongue belize 
it be fodden, and if pou feeleittm ſtrong, giueita litle ofthe 
shird 02 of the lat Magiſtrale according as pou hal perceine 
it to be rong, oꝛ els lithe 92 enough after, as.pou thall leit 
bath nad. Ff pou fee it feo white and ſtrang, giucitalitleotle 
atonee, ¢it will alter and turne: WAhen it is almoſt ſodden 
and that it make a gelly, giue it a litle ofthe fecond; 02 ofthe 
{hird, according as it Hall haue need by pour tudgement. 7 
it paffe bis oꝛdinary times 02 houres in fething, and thatit 
fafterrnot, neither clofe it ſelfe, giue it a litie ofthe firtts but 
lef not the fope be fe ſtrong, therefoze aap. it fic, fos that 
Were no (mall fautt.. But if itbe nat tw ſtrong noꝛ to whlte

is no burt in that, fo2 there be ome meatures in tt, and thele

Jf pou s2der and appoint the faid lies by meas 
ure, gine ener the aduantage fo the oyle foure o2 fir for the 
Hundred, if you twill haue it fat anafaire: 302 bee that is 
well erperimented in tt, knoweth well tn bsyling what is 
needtfull to it, be it ople, tye, oꝛ any other thing. Mhen pou 
will make white Sope, keepe and ble the fame meane ana 
Wate,and when itis more then halfe ſodden, put intoitfome 
falt, accoabinig tothe meafure and quantitie of tf, and let it 
boile alitle: then take itout of thatcaud2on, and put it into 
an offer, and when it beginneth fo boile, putin againe moe 
falt, and let it ſeeth to bis perfectmealure: this done, fet if 
to drie in a plaine andeuen place, and cut it in. pecces, fo2 it 
will be perfect god. Ben make thelike with Soda, as thep 
doe vſe at UVUenice: the falt mult be groſely beaten, and ten 
pound of it fo2 the hundred, and mire it with if.all about, ano 
putin but alitle at once. 
To heale the fcurffe. 
Gke the rote of the herbe called in Latine Panis porci- 
nus, and ferape 02 grate if, and put it in alittle pot, and

wine and dv it Well:this Done, make a fine pouder ofa perce 
of the flety of a pong Bull, and Grow it vpon the headlike 
{pices, ¢ bind the cotfe vpon his head, Bourg {his once aday, 
and plucke every dap ſome of the hatres alway, fo2 thep till 
pie away by litle and litle of themlelues:and Do thts {o often, 
fill you (e& bis head neat and cleane, amd then thall he be 
thoouablie whole. There is pet another ſecret, whereefmen 
make little 02 none accompt, ¢ pet nenertheles ik pou prone 
if, pou fall find a maruellous effect of it: take three poum 
of ola lard ofa barrow boa, and lavit to ſteep tive dayes in 
{trong vineger, and let it be conered oner with the fate dines 
ger: this pone, weap it in thee 02 four ſhets of paper, and 
vpon that two or three leaues ofcabbenge, and lay tt onder 
the hot embers 02 albes when pou couer your fire, and there 
ict itlie two houres more o2lefle, according as the fire was 
great, oꝛ as long fill pou thinke it be rofk mough : then takett 
out of the fice,and make it cleane, and ſtraine ont the greale 
ofit, patting it though a linnen cloth,and by and bp putinio
